The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a acoustic glazing unit as recited comprising wherein the side walls of the 
interior frame and internal walls of the two substrate sheets define a microcavitiy having 
dimensions to form a zone of thermovlscous losses for the acoustic waves entering the 
cavity wherein the microcavity has a width of between 0.2mm and 1mm and the height 
of at least of the at least one microcavity from an upper wall of the interior frame to the 
opening slots is at least 6mm in combination with all the other limitations in claim 13.
